DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 3/22/-07 is acknowledged. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 25, 28, 30 have been amended. 
Claims 25-34 are pending in the application.

Thus this 
protein has utility as protein kinase family members that share a conserved catalytic core common to both 
serine/threonine and tyrosine protein kinase are involved in cell function.
